THORPE NAMED 
TUP ALL-AROUND 
ATHLETIC STAR

a thousand good stories—some of 
them true—about old -Jim Thorpe 
the greatest all-around athlete of 
the past 50 years. 
And. in the nearly 40 years since 
the muscular Sac-Fox Indian first 
flashed to athletic fame at Carlisle 
Indian school, it has become in­ 
creasingly hard to tell where the 
truth ends and 
where excusable 
exaggeration begins. 
Taking fact and fable for what 
they’re worth, the sports writers 
and 
broadcasters of 
the 
United 
States, 
participating 
in the As­ 
sociated Press poll, voted Thorpe 
the outstanding male athlete of the 
first half of the 20th century. They 
put him far ahead of Babe Ruth. 
Jack 
Dempsey, Ty Cobb. 
Bobby 
Jones 
and 
Joe 
Louis—all 
great 
athletes about whom some colorful 
I yarns also have been told. 
Ruth Ranked Second 
Of the 393 voters, 252 named 
Thorpe first, 45 named him second 
and 29 third. Ruth drew 86 first- 
place votes, 118 seconds and 45 
thirds. Dempsey was ranked third 
with 19. 67 and 55. 
In other ballots, the experts also 
! chose Thorpe—now 61 years old— 
as the outstanding football player 
of the 1900-1949 period and ranked 
him second only to Jesse Owens in 
track. 
According to legend, Thorpe was 
virtually indestructible; the kind of 
guy who'd ask "Who could get hurt 
playing football?''

Most failures of flower and vege­ 


table seeds to grow 
are probably 


due to either a lack or an excess 


of moisture. This is true not only in­ 


doors but in the outdoor garden 


as well. Since watering indoors de­ 


pends upon a human agency, fail­ 
ures here are more frequent, and 
have been seriously studied by the 
scientists 
If the soil gets too dry. the tiny 
seedlings with their shallow roots 
may perish in an hour. lf kept too 
wet. fungi may develop, resulting 
in the fatal disease called “ damp­ 
ing off 
To keep the moisture just 
right" was formerly a matter of ex­ 
perienced judgment, and required a 
constant watch on the seed flat, dif­ 
ficult for the amateur. 
But science has found two meth­ 
ods which may be followed both bet­ 
ter than Hie old fashioned way of 
spraying on water from above, when­ 
ever in the judgment of the gardner 
watering was required. These meth­ 
ods are illustrated. On the left is 
the wick method; on the right, sub­ 
irrigation. 
Many believe the best method of 
watering seed flats in the home is 


the wick method 
This consists of 


using a burlap wick or one of glass, 
inserting one wick in the center of 
the flat spreading it over about three 
inches in diameter on the bottom 
of the flat inside and letting the wick 
hang in the water The water than 
moves up to the soil by capillarity 
and keeps the flat at a constant uni­ 
form moisture content 
In the subirrigation system a wa­ 
terproof liner is used to hold water 
until it rises through the soil above. 
Both the wick and the flat-insert 
method of watering plants are sat­ 
isfactory out-of-doors, both are su- 
prior to the ordinary surface-wa­ 
tering method since they 
do not 
splash the seeds around and spread 
disease producing organ urns There 
Ls very little difference in the ease 
of using either of these methods. 
If a pan sufficiently large Ls used 
beneath the flat, in using the wick 
method, sufficient water for several 
days may be provided, and it will 
rise only as fast as needed, enabling 
plants to be left unattended for a 
day or two. when necessary. W ith 
either method there is no danger of 
tiny seedlings being washed out of 
the soil when water Is applied.

For immediate table use, canning, 
and storage by quick-freeze methods, 
raspberries are excelled by few other 
fruit* Because of these reasons they 
are in wide demand among urban 
consumers and may be quickly m ar­ 
keted in cities, towns, and villages 
or at roadside stands. In fact, num­ 
erous surveys shows that raspberries 
offe> one of the outstanding rev­ 
enue-producing opportunities among 
all .salable crops in this area 
Not among 
the least of merits 
cited in favor of this fruit is its 
per unit cost of production. Proper- j 
ly started on well drained loams 
and cared for adequately to prevent 
diseases by keeping the plants vigor­ 
ous, raspberry plantations continue 
to bear many years without renewal. 
W ith 
maintenance 
labors 
con­ 
sidered. these facts add up to an 
exceptionally low unit cost over a 
period of productivity. 
Planting should l>e done in March, 
preferably as soon as soils can be 
properly made ready 
This means 
that plants should be* ordered from 
a reliable nursery at once for March 
I delivery 
lf planting cannot be 
done as soon as plants arrive, they 
should be carefully heeled in where 
the soil is well drained and the site 
is sheltered from prevailing winds. ; 
In other words, roots should not be 
allowed to dry out before or during 
planting operations, 
Where growers intend to start a I 
commercial plantation they should j 
choose a site where there is sur­ 
rounding lower land into which cold 
air will drain naturally over winter. 
Such a location w ill greatly minimize 
spring losses. Eastern and north­ 
eastern slopes are open preferred 
where winter winds come from the 
west. Northern slopes, while they 
produce slightly later crops, reduce 
the dangers of spring frosts hitting 
extra early blooms 
Too much emphasis can seldom 
bt* placed on the wisdom of incor­ 
porating plenty of organic matter j 
deeply in soils for this and other 
bramble fruits Vigor of plants and 
subsequent 
productivity 
depend 
largely on depth of fertility and the 
soil’s moisture-holding 
powers 
to 
prevent droughts taking a toll when 
berries near maturity. The liberality 
of organic matter that holds mois­ 
ture through tile summer also in­ 
sures a lower water level in winter. 
Home gardeners may utilize rich 
fence rows for growing a few bushes 
of raspberries, In this as well as in 
commercial growing operations it is 
important to understand that com­ 
mercial fertilizers will not correct 
I soil defects or render a medium 
fertile soil suitable in this or any 
other manner.
